Clark and hit. father are employes 


of the Ohio Sewer company and were 
rloini; teamster woik at \ewcomers- 
town. 
Clark came to this city earliei 


in the day on a passenger train. He 
drank freely and as the freight fame 
by stepped out of a saloon on Fifth 
street and attempted to 
board 
the 


train while in an intoxicated condi- 
tion. 


Misses His Hold. 


He grasped the holds on the car but 


missed his footing 
His left foot was 


caught under a wheel and his body 
skiing beneath the car. 
The body 


was dragged some little distance be- 
fore Officer 
Frotague 
reached 
the 


scent! and pulled il from under the 
train. It was found that the left side 
of his head had been literally sliced 
oft, bis foot mangled and his arms torn 


off. 
The skull was fractured. 


Clark was removed at once in the 


Glass ambulance to the City hospital, 
where at a late; hour last night three 
surgeons worked desperately in a final 
effort to save his life. 


Three Surgeons.

tainly docs propose to attempt a pa- 
ternal protectorate over Latin Amer- 
ica. 


Such a protectorate would be view- 


ed in South America merely as a dis- 
guiKc foi the lirst step toward aggres- 
sion.

Section 152 requires that the weeds 


"grawing along the public highways 
be cut between the 1st and 20th 
•<: 


June and also between the 1st and 20th 
day of August." The law reads "along, 
the public highways'' but does not 
specify how far away from the road. 
You will be required to cut at least 
to the outside of the ditches. Section 
192 provides a penalty for neglect or 
refusal to cut the weeds. 


Section 291 places a fine of from $10 


to $200 for digging up a road or plac- 
ing earth (cinders or gravel) upon a 
public road without proper permission. 
You are hereby directed to remove any 
humps or crossings in your district 
which may be considered an obstruc- 
tion to traffic and to caution the offend- 
ers against repeating the offense.

drops for tho name reason thnt the 
earth has become a globe—namely, 
because thnt Is the flhnpe iu which the 
Internal forces of nttnictlon attfiln a 
bnlnnce. Jn the case of n very large 
and massive body like the earlh It Is 
the nttrnctlon of grnvitntlon thnt con 
trols the form, but In thnt of « small 
body like n raindrop It Is the molecular 
nttrnctlon of the Inflnltpslmiil particles. 


The Intensity of molecular nttniction. 


which is the force thnt holds the com- 
ponents of bodies together, Is far great 
er than that of the ntirnctlon of gnivl 
tntlon. but It Is exercised over a com 
pnrntlvely 
Insignificant distance. 
In 


fnch case, however, the resultant otall 
the attractions between the Individual 
partlcleM l.s a force directed toward the 
center of innjs. 


But by the principle of Inertia time Is 


always required for nny force or com- 
bination of forces to set matter In mo- 
tion. The Inrger the volume of matter 
concerned the longer will be the time 
needed for the Internal forces to croup 
•11 the pnrtlclf-s symmetrically nround 
their common center of mass. 


It Is upon this principle that the old 


fashioned shot towers nre operated. 
Molten lend Is dropped from a great 
elevation nfter passing through a slefe 
:o facilitate Its separation into umall 
musses, and during their downward 
flight these masses are rounded Into 
iltle spheres by the mutual attraction 
of their molecules, which group them- 
selves around <i common center. 


With very large bodies not broken tip 


nto small I>0rtions the gravitational 
forfe plays the principal pnrt In sbnp. 
njr them, because gravitation Is cfTee- 
jve ut great distances nnd throughout 
•nst masses, white cohesion, or molecu- 
iir nttrnctlon. Is extremely limited with 
regard to the space over which It acts.
